These upgrades would allow for training to be held on site and be a long-term cost saving to the
organizationand allow Fathers and Families Center to enhance their role as a workforce training center.

Grant (CDBG) Program which provides annual grants on a formulabasis to states, cities, and counties to develop viable
urban communities by providing decent housing and a suitable living environment, and by expanding economic
opportunities, principally for low- and moderate-income persons. The program is authorized under Title 1 of the Housing and
Community Development Act of 1974, Public Law 93-383, as amended 42 U.S.C. 5301 et seq.
